CLEVELAND, May 9%.—The schooner 
Algeria sank about two miles off the 
harbor of Cleveland this morning and 
possibly three men lost their lives. 

The schooner Iron Queen is in a sinking 
condition outside the breakwater and 
the crew of eight was taken off by the 
members of the life saving crew. 

The storm of last night and today 
with the heavy sea it kicked up, was a 
menace to shipping outside the harbor. 

The big steamers that had been tied 
up thére by the strike came inside the 
breakwater, but the small schooners 
could not get in. Signals of distress 
came to the life saving station, and 
Capt. Motley of the life saving crew 
went out to the Iron Queen, rescuing 
the eight members of the crew with 
difficulty. They could not reach the 
Algeria, which went down about two 
miles out. 

The schooner Algeria was of 2000 tons 
burden and was loaded with iron. She 
generally carried a crew of seven men. 
It is known that three or four of these 
men came ashore last night. It is be- 
lieved that at least three went down 
with the schooner. e 

The schooner Iron Queen sprung a 
leak during the height of the storm, 
vapidly filled with water and is slowly 
sinking. The present storm is said by 
lake vesselmen to be the worst during 
the month of May in many years.

Kansas City, Kas., Official Who 
Resigned to Escape 
Ousting Wins. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 9.—William 
W. Rose was re-elected Mayor of [<an- 
sas City, Kan., at the election yestcr- 
day by 1600 plurality over E. E. Venard, 
Republican, and David Harris, Socialist. 

Rose resigned the office of Mayor of 
Kansas City, Kan., recently, -while 
ouster proceedings were pending against 
him for nonenforcement of the anti- 
liquor laws, and was later ousted by the 
Supreme Court, which disregarded his 
resignation. 

The issue of the election wus the en- 
forcement of the prohibition and anti- 
gambling laws. Rose was supported by 
the element which believes that the best 
interests of the city demand the licens- 
ing of joints and gambling halls, as 
they maintain that a strict enforcement 
of the law against such places deprives 
the city of its necessary revenue. E. E. 
Venard, who had been acting Mayor 
since Rose resigned, was supported by 
the temperance people. Many women 
voted and most of them supported Ve- 
nard. 

The question of Rose’s right to hold 
the office as Mayor will now be tested. 
The Supreme Court held that its action 
in ousting Rose rendered him ineligible 
to be a candidate for office again at 
this time. Rose contends that as he had 
resigned before the Supreme Court acted 
in his case, the ouster proceedings 
against him were ineffective.

FRISCO SO LVENT 
AND. REBUILDING 


Rehabilitation Will Be Slow but 
Sure, Is Harriman’s 
Opinion. 





MERCHANTS ARE LOYAL 





Railroad Magnate Says Any 
Sum Actually Needed 
Can Be Raised. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 9.—Edward H. 
Harriman, president of the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad, returned last night 
from his flying visit to San Francis- 
co. He came back full of hope as to 
the future of the stricken city. It 
will be rebuilt, he said, and is even 
now rising from the ashes, and any 
Sum that is actually needed, even 
up to $100,000,000, can be raised. The 


work of permanent rehabilitation, 
however, will be slow. 

“They are rebuilding now in San 
Francisco,” said Mr. Harriman. ‘They 
are putting up one and _ two-story 
wooden buildings and are establish- 
ing temporary wholesale centers as 
near the railroad as possible. Retail 
business is being, re-established. on 
Van Ness avenue and Fillmore street. 
Houses are being put up on Van Ness 
avenue where there were gardens. 

“The camps have been fully estab- 
lished and the militia are _ still in 
charge by courtesy. This has given 
the merchants and citizens the need- 
ed confidence, as they did not have to 
worry about their property and ef- 
fects.”’ 

Asked about the New York syndi- 
cate which has been organized to 
raise $100,000,000 for San Francisco, 
Mr. Harriman replied: 

‘“T do not know anything about that 
movement. I believe, though, that 
$100,000,000 could be raised for the 
stricken city if it were shown that 
the money was actually needed. It 
would not be easy to raise such a 
fund unless the necessity were dem- 


onstrated. 
Says City Is Solvent 

‘There is no question about the sol- 
vency of San Francisco. The per cap- 
ita debt there is very small, and even 
if the burred district were not rebuilt, 
every obligation could be met. 

“The food supply is becoming ex- 
hausted. They will soon have to draw 
on the relief fund. Up to the present 
it has been used to re-equip professional 
men—lawyers, for instance, who have 
lost their libraries. Such men are not 
being indiscriminately aided, but all who 
appiy for aid receive it to a reasonable 
extent. For a long time 100,000 or more 
persons will have to be fed. 

“We are all hopeful,’’ Mr. Harriman 
went on, ‘‘but it will take years to put 
San Francisco where it was. The mer- 
chants are loyal, and there is great 
fondness for the city throughout Call- 
fornia.”’ 

Pending a conference with Mr. Harri- 
man, which may be held today, no fur- 
ther steps have been taken by the group 
of capitalists who plan to raise the large 
sum for rebuilding San Francisco, 

Vice-President A. H. Vanderlip of the 
National City Bank, who has joined the 
temporary organization, of which Sena- 
tor Newlands of Nevada, Harry 8. 
Black, president of the United States 
Realty and Improvement Co., and oth- 
ers. are members, said today that the 
date for another meeting had not yet 
been fixed. 

It was explained that the tentative 

lan of the capitalists is to organize a 
$5,000,000 corporation and to raise addl- 
tional money secured by real estate in 
the burned city. All talk of raising a 
fund of $75,000,000 or $100,000,000 was 
stamped as ridiculous because of the 
present condition of the money market, 
which approaches starvation all over 
the country. 

Details of the undertaking have not 
yet been worked out, Mr. Harriman be- 
ing depended upon to furnish much of 
the necessary information before any 
actual steps are taken. 

No help is expected from the Morgan- 
Hill interests, because they are con- 
cerneqd in booming Seattle, the Pacific 
terroinus of the Hill roads, and the ri- 
val of San Francisco.

N STABLE FIRE 


Charles Watson, a negro, 6 years old, 
was burned to death early Wednesday 
in a fire in a two-story frame stable in 
the rear of 6138 Suburban avenue, where 
he made his home. The firemen were 
not aware that there was any one in 
the stable until they had extinguished 


the flames and found Watson's body. 

The fire spread to the double flats at 
1118 and 1115 Cockrill street, occupied 
by Thomas Whalen and John Carroll, 
respectively.

WAS ST. LOUIS PASTOR 





Pioneer Circuit Rider and 


School Founder—Was 
96 Years Old. 


A number of leading St. Louis Meth- 
Odists will attend the funeral of Rev. 
J. C. Berryman, the last survivor of 
the last General Conference of the 
Methodist Church in the United States 


when it divided in 1844 on the slavery 
question. Mr. Berryman, who was 96 
years old, died Tuesday at his home 
in Caledonia, Ma, about one hundred 
miles south of St. Louis, and will be 
buried at that place. He was pastor 
of Centenary Church when it was at 
Broadway and Pine street in the 50s. 
His last charge in St. Louis was at 
the Bellefontaine church, 20 years 
ago, 

When the church divided at the gen- 
eral conference in New York in 1844, 
forming the Southern and Northern 
divisions of the church, Rev. Berry- 
man went with the former. 

He came to Missouri from Kentucky 
when he was a young man.’ He was 
one of the pioneer circuit riders of 
Missouri, and was also missionary to 
the Kickapoo Indiang 14 years, and 
later had charge of the Shawnee 
— Training School near Kansas 
City. 

Founded Arcadia School. 


He founded the school at Arcadia, 
Mo., where he taught for 16 years and 
which was later made the St. Louis 


Conference School. 

The Southern Methodist: General 
Conference, in session in Birmingham, 
sent a message of greeting to Rev. 
Mr. Berryman last week. His reply 
was received Tuesday at the confer- 
ence and a few hours later - news of 
his death came. 

Rev. Mr. Berryman had spent 75 
years in the ministry. He was blind 
during the last two years of his life, 
but was otherwise in good health. 

J. W. Berryman of St. Louis, a son, 
and Mrs. E. G. Russell of Farming- 
ton, Mo., a daughter, survive him. He 
also leaves two nephews, Judge C. C. 
Bland of the St. Louis Court of Ap- 
peals, and W. W. Nall, Deputy United 
States Marshal in St. Louis.

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ENGLISH CHAMPION | 
DEFEATS JAY GOULD 





Eustace H. Miles, Successfully Defends His Court Tennis Title 
Against Young Yankee Challenger, Winning the 
Match by Three Sets to One. 


LONDON, May 9.—Eustace H. Miles, holder of the English court tennis 
championship, defeated Jay Gould of Lakewood, N. J., three sets to one, today. 
Young Gould won the first set after an interesting battle of the racquets, 


and did not succurrb to the champion in the last two without a hard struggle. 


Jay Gould is the second son of George 
J. Gould of New York. He is only 17. 

Young Gould was unknown as a play- 
er save to Forrester, the tennis profes- 
sional at Georgian Court, the amuse- 
ment hall at George Gould’s country 
place at Lakewood, N. J., and George 
Standing prior to the games with Peter 
Latham, the English crack, at Lake- 
wood, Jast December. There had been 
rumors of his prowess in the game, but 
the clubmen who went to the match 
did not expect to find them so well 
founded, for there is usually little biss 
for such forecasts of new players. 

Latham conceded only 15, the usual 
odds of a champion to a crack amateur, 
yet the stripling nearly beat him in the 
first set. Gould had the lead by 3—4, 
then 4—2, and after Lantham made it 4 
all the youngster was once more in the 
lead at 6=4.- Then Latham made it a 
vantage set and finally won the second 
set by 9—6. The Englishman won the 
second set by 6-2. The same day 
Standing and Jay Gould beat Latham 
and Charles E. Sands, the national ama- 
teur champion, by 6—3, 6—3, 11—9. 

“In England the amateurs do not take 
up tennis until they get to the universi- 
ties, and I am amazed to find so young 
and capable a player here,’’ was a com- 
ment by Latham, after the games. 
“Young Gould is the finest player for 


| 


his years that I have ever known. He 
lacks only the true tennis finesse, but 
six months in the London. courts, 
against good men, would eradicate the 
tendency to play racquets or lawn ten- 
nis instead of the true game.

Precise Definition Desired. 

“Socialism means a higher, more pre- 
cise, orderly and scientific method of 
government for the benefit of mankind 
than has hitherto prevailed.’’—Original 
edition of Webster's Dictionary. 

A mere outline of scientific Socialism 
as distinguished from Utopian and spec- 
ulative cannot be given in 300 words. 

The Republican and Democratic par- 
ties have given at various times an ex- 
ample of their administrations of gov- 
ernment whenever the people placed the 
power in their hands. It would mani- 
festly be unjust to these political par- 
ties to accept as their declarations and 
dogma the oral or written definitions of 
their principles given by any authority 
except that of a representative national 
convention, and then only after a ref- 
erendum vote, which is not obtainable 
in either party except by a general elec- 
tion, 

In the Socialist Labor party and 
through its collectively owned press this 
is obtainable. Hence its political plat- 
form, which I inclose and hope you may 
publish as a separate contribution to 
the discussion you have invited, is the 
only authentic expression in a constitu- 
tional sense of scientific Socialism. Its 
press, the Daily and Weekly People, 
and its New York Labor News Co., are 
the property of the organized Socialists 
of the United States. Its papers and 
other literature are published in vari- 
ous languages under the authority of its 
national executive and are not upon a 
profit basis. 

The word “Socialist’’ has come, like 
the word “Liberal” in Great Britain, in 
a vulgar sense to mean any old thing 
that comes down the pike with a griev- 
apce. Thomas Kirkup, M. A., in En- 
cyclopedia Britannica, gives in the con- 
clusion of his exposition, a fair presen- 
tation of scientific Socialism. ‘‘The In- 
dustrial Workers of the World’’ is the 
organized economic expression of class- 
conscious Socialist workingmen.

Beneficent and Objectionable Socialism. 

Doubtless it is the nationalization of 
municipilization of these private func- 
tions that is usually thought of when 
Socialism is objected to; and because 
the supply of water, light and street- 
car service is thought of as the same as 
storekeeping and manufacturing, pub- 
lic ownership and operation of this kind 
of service also are considered as So- 
cialistic. But service of the latter kind 
is not private, like storekeeping and 
manufacturing. It is public, like tax- 
levying, legal administration, police and 
fire protection and highway mainte- 
nance. 

The test of public or private service is 
easily applied. A» private service is 
one which anybody and everybody may 
render unless prohibited by govern- 
ment, whereas a public service is one 
which nobody can render unless permit- 
ted by government. In the latter cate- 
gory are'‘municipal lighting, water sup- 
ply and street-car service, as well as 
the police, the courts, the tax office, 
etc. Government must either farm out 
the latter functions or perform them 
itself. They are, therefore, public func- 
tions, and their performan¢ée by the 
public is not Socialism unless public per- 
formance of private functions is some- 
thing else. If, however, Socialism means 
the resumption by our government of 
the public functions they have been ac- 
customed to farm out, the relation of 
Socialism to American institutions can- 
not but be a beneficial one. 

But the distinction noted above should 
be always borne in mind,. If we munic- 
ipalize private and public functions in- 
discriminately’ we tend toward objec- 
tionable Socialism. If we leave public 
and private functions alike to private 
enterprise we tend toward anarchy. But 
if we leave private functions to private 
enterprize and municipalize public func- 
tions, we tend toward that democracy 
which js the ideal of American institu- 
tions—namely, individual freedom in 
private affsirs and people’s government 
in public affairs.
